Vishinsky Invokes Power for First Time in 


U.N.O. Council—Bevin, Bidault Still 


Agree to American Proposal.

LONDON, Feb. 16 (AP)—Rus- 
| sia invoked the power of veto for 
‘the first time tonight in the United 
Nations Security Council, overrul- 
ing a United States proposal for 
negotiation of the demand by 
Syr@ and Lebanon that French 
and British troops be withdrawn 
immediately from the Levant. 

The Soviet veto took the Levan- 
tine dispute out of the Security 
Council's hands, but British For- 
eign Secretary Ernest’ Bevin 
pledged that Britain and France 
would carry out the American 
plan, 

Seven members of the Council 
—a majority—had voted fo. the 
|American proposal submitted by 
|Edward R. Stettinius Jr. It would 
have permitted direct negotiations 
among Britain, France and the 
Levant for withdrawal of British 
and French troops from Syria and 
Lebanon.

Andrei Vishinsky then invoked 
lthe power of veto. Kevin and 
'French Foreign Minister Georges 
|Bidault, who had -oluntarily ab- 
stained from voting, upheld the 
‘Russian’s contention that under 
provisions of the world charter he 
had a right to use the veto. Both 
said, however, they agreed with 
the American proposal. 

Then Bevin explained that “as 
a party to this dispute we will 
operate the decision of the major- 
ity of the Security Council.” Thus 
he pledged that the British, in 
concert with France, would carry 
out the provisions of the Ameri- 
can proposal even though it was 
vetoed by Russia and taken out 
of the hands of the Council. 

Today’s action cleared the last 
major political item from the Se- 
curity Council’s agenda. The Coun- 
cil adjourned until March 21 when 
it will convene in New York City 
—unless convoked earlier by C.

UPFER TO TAKE ITS

‘Blue Book’ Publication 
Said to Have Been 
Timed to Interfere 


With Election Feb, 24.

BUENOS AIRES, Feb. 16 (AP) 
—The Argentine government, re- 
plying to the United States “blue 
book,” which charged that prom- 
inent Argentines were linked with 
the Nazis, offered tonight to sub- 


mit its case to the other Amer- 
ican countries or to the United 
Nations. 

The “blue book,” a Government 
communique said, was causing 
worry over the.United States’ in- 
tervention in Argentina’s internal 
affairs. The communique accused 
the United States of a violation 
of international law and the good 
neighbor policy in making the 
charges public. 

Foreign Minister Juan Cooke 
stated the government’s official 
answer to the “blue book” in the 
communique. 

The Foreign Minister said that 
the timing of the publication of 
the “Blue Book” has caused many 
sectors of the public to worry that 
it was intended to influence the 
presidential election of Feb, 24. 

The elections, the communique 
said, “are the exclusive function 
of the will of the Argentine peo- 
ple.” The government has “ful- 
filled and will fulfill faithfully in 
ternational commitments 
and can prove to the governments 
of our sister countries and mem-

Estimates are that 
the buildings, to be sold to vet- 
erans at cost, will be priced be- 
tween $5000 and $6000. 

There are three building plans, 
all for frame construction. Each 
uses the same floor plan, provid- 
ing for four rooms and bathroom, | 
but embodies a slightly different 
exterior. 

The structures will be erected on | 
ground owned and subdivided by 
the city on Fyler avenue, south of 
City Sanitarium. 

Bids will be received Feb. 25 for 
the first three structures, Because 
of the increased cost of materials, 
bids on the three will be asked 
as a test to determine actual costs 
before the city proceeds to build 
on the other 65 lots in the new 
subdivision. 


About $4500 a Unit. 

Kinsey said he felt actual con- 
struction costs could be kept down 
to $4500 for each of the units. 
Prices for the lots will be deter- 
mined after the cost of putting in 
sewers and water mains has been 
determined, but Kinsey said he 
was sure that the price could be 
kept below $1000 for -each of the 
40-by-130-foot lots. 

Each of the buildings will con- 
tain four rooms and a bathroom. | 
They will be heated by warm-air | 
furnaces in the basements. . The 
foundations will be of reinforced 
conerete; eight™inchées thick. 

Exterior walls will be of drop 
siding or asphalt shingles. Interi- 
or walls will be of grained-finish 
sheetrock, except for tileboard 
used in the bathrooms. Floors 
will be of yellow pine, sanded and 
shellacked. Bathroom floors will 
be covered with linoleum, 

29 by 22 Feet. 

The buildings will be 29 feet 
long and 22 feet deep, The plants 
provide for a living room, about 
16 by 11 feet; a kitchen 9% by 9 
feet; two bedrooms, roughly 12 by 
9 and 10 by 9% feet: a bathroom, 
5 by 6% feet; a connecting hall- 
way and four closets. A stairway 
from the kitchen leads to the 
basement and to landing at the 
rear door. 

The kitchen will be equipped 
with a double sink of the cabinet 
type, with built-in cabinets above 
it. Bathroom fixtures will be of 
vitreous china, except the tub 
which will be of enameled: iron.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP), 
OLLOWING is the tert of a 
F statement tonight by former 
Secretary of the Interior Har- 
old L. Ickes concerning his con- 
troversy with President Truman 
over the nomination of Edwin W. 
Pauley as Under Secretary of the'| 
Navy: | 
The greatest regret that I feel 
in connection with the Pauley in- 
cident is what I regard as Presi- 
dent Truman’s lack of adherence 
to the strict truth. Perhaps his 
memory is at fault even about re- 
cent incidents and I want to be as 
charitable as I can. One state- 
ment made at his press’ confer. 
ence yesterday I want to refer to 
first. When he was asked if he 
thought that “Ickes had attempted 
to reflect upon his integrity,” ac- 
cording to the newspaper corre- 
spondents, Mr, Truman said that, 
“Ickes would not dare attempt 
such a thing.” 
After all, the President of the 


United States is neither an abso- 
lute monarch nar a descendent of 
a putative sun-goddess. The Presi- 
dent ought to be the first to in- 
sist that the civil rights of the 
humblest citizen are safe in his 
hands. He ought not to make ac- 
cusations without submitting him- 
self to the right of cross-examina- 
tion. 
On Passing Judgment. 

He should not pass judgment 
involving another's integrity with- 
out considering all of the evi- 
dence. The White House offers no 
immunity not vouchsafed to ordi- 
nary men. Above all others, the 
President should speak the truth, 
the whole truth and nothing but 
the truth, Particularly he should 
not throw the weight of his high 
office in favor of any man merely 
because of political favors already 
rendered or expected. 

I would dare to dispute the 
integrity of the President on any 
occasion that my country’s wel- 
fare demanded it. But in this 
case there is no need to dispute 
President Truman. His own rec- 


ord made in his last two” press’ 


conferences constitutes clear 
proof of the weight that should 
be given to his utterances, 

A week ago Thursday, after I 
had testified, he told his press con- 
ference that I had not consulted 
him before my appearance with 
respect to Pauley: 

Friday, he acknowledged under 
questioning that he had told me 
“to be kind to him” (Ed Pauley). 

There is no way that these two 
statements can be reconciled. One 
of them is not true. 

Immunity for Sins. 

I note that the President feels 
that there is no necessity for the 
Justice Department to investigate 
to ascertain whether Mr. Pauley 
perjured himself, on the grounds 
that there is no need to call in 
the Justice Department to ascer- 
tain the truth in a political argu- 
ment. 

This, to my mind, constitutes 
an open incitement to perjury. 

Every ward heeler in the land, 
if the nation accepts such coun- 
sel, can now claim immunity for 
all of his sins, whatever they may 
be, on the grounds that those who 
challenge his acts, their honesty, 
or their worth, are just engaging 
in political argument. 

By this criterion Albert B. Fall 
and countless others, would never 
have suffered any curb on their 
activities. 

As to former President Roose- 
velt and Mr. Pauley, the fact is 
that President Roosevelt did not 
appoint Pauley to the Navy De- 
partment. I had never talked 
with former President Roosevelt 
about Mr. Pauley’s highly im- 
proper proposal to me. Certainly 
I would have gone to President 
Roosevelt with my objections to

Obligation to Act.

The 
means to accomplish this are at 
hand, he said, and listed the fol- 
lowing points:

try. These Nazi assets are in 
fact the property of the Allies 
and we should lose no time in 
asserting legal claim to them. 
Their disposition then becomes a 
matter for Allied consideratioh. 
Such a procedure would end the 
absurdity of requesting a pro- 
Nazi government to eliminate 
Nazi spearheads. 

2. In the event that Argentina 
is reluctant to comply with this 
demand, or to co-operate with 
the Allies in uncovering Nazi as- 
sets and liquidating Nazi 
ments, the four powers can ap- 
ply strict sanctions against the 
Argentine government. 

3. The United States can se- 
cure the adherence to such a 
program of our good neighbors 
in Latin America, whose free- 
dom and security are directly 
threatened by Argentine Nazi- 
like ambitions. 

4. The whole problem should 
be placed before the United Na- 
tions Organization, of which Ar- 
gentina is a member. Expulsion 
from the United Nations and 
sanctions strictly enforced by all 
the United Nations would soon 
discredit the Argentine fascists 
and persuade the country to a 
policy of co-operation in destroy- 
ing Nazism and safeguarding 
world peace.

Small also called on general 
steel warehouses to ration all de- 
liveries so that no customer will 
get more than is needed for im- 
mediate use, and if stocks of steel 
ordinarily used for maintenance 
and repair become depleted, then 
deliveries should be made only to 
essential users, such as hospitals, 
public utilities, etc. 

The CPA will act, Small said, if 
necessary to meet any special sit- 
uation where the national econ- 
omy is jeopardized because of lack

TO VOTE APRIL 2 ON 
CHARTER PROPOSAL 


If Carried, City Will Be First 
to Change Government 
Under New Constitution, 


University City will vote on a 
proposal for charter form of gov- 
ernment at the city election April 
2, and at the same time will elect 
13 commissioners to draft: charter 
provisions if the proposal is 
passed. Adoption would make 
University City the first city in 
Missouri to establish charter gov- 
ernment under the new State Con- 
stitution, 

Various civic, political and com- 
mercial organizations of Univer- 
sity City have been invited to send 
representatives to a special meet- 
ing at the library, 710 Trinity ave- 
nue, Feb, 25, at which the charter 
form of government will be dis- 
cussed by Mayor Matt C. Fogerty 
and city officials. Fogerty said 
he regarded a change from the 
present form of muncipal govern- 
ment desirable, especially in the 
establishment of a merit system 
for city employes and municipally 
supported pensions for firemen 
and policemen. 

Candidates for the 13 places as 
commissioners must file petitions 
bearing signatures of 2 per cent 
of the registered voters 30 days 
before the April election. The 
commissioners, serving without 
compensation, would study charter 
forms of government and specify 
the number of elected and ap- 
pointed city officials required, 
with the duties and salaries of 
each. A_ special election would 
then be held to ratify the charter 
government, Fogerty said.

Patrick ‘Warren of Chicago, gen- 
eral contractor, said he expected 
to obtain steel girders for the 
building by April 1, and to com- 
plete it by fall. By mid-summer, 
Warren said, about 5000 construc- 
tion workers will be employed on 
the project. Most of the labor will 
be recruited locally. The assembly 
plant will be one story high with 
walls of brick and granite. 

Company officers said: assembly 
lines would start operating as soon 
as possible after construction

The engineers will take over a 
large part of the construction, 
and with their help, Bradley said, 
the job of building can be com- 
pleted in from 18 months to two 
years. 

Three of the new hospitals are 
under construction and funds are 
available for 47 others.

Construction of the new hos- 
pitals, costing from $2,500,000 to 
$10,000,000 each, should not con- 
flict with the Administration’s 
program of 2,700,000 new homes 
by the end of 1947, Bradley as- 
serted.

ALBERT SPALDING 
SYMPHONY SOLOKSI 


Violinist Gives Intelligent 
and Musicianly Performance 
of Sibelius Concerto. 


By THOMAS B, SHERMAN 

Albert Spalding, the American 
violinist, played the Sibelius con- 
certo when he appeared as soloist 
with the St. Louis Symphony or- 
chestra last night in Kiel Audi- 
torium., The particular attributes 
of this composition demand more 
than ordinary alertness, good 
judgment and a lush tone quality 
in order to have thorough integra- 
tion and completeness of projece 
tion. 

Mr. Spalding’s grasp of the 
music was sure and firm, His 
performance as a whole was char- 
acterized by sustained continuity 
and breadth, The listener had the 
comfortable feeling that the com- 
position really meant something to 
the performer and that it was be- 
ing played in accordance with a 
just consideration of the values 
involved. 

If this intention was not al- 
ways realized, the deficiency could 
be charged to the lack of a purely 
physical element. The somber 
and sensuous lyricism of the 
adagio was not wholly effective 
even though it was well timed, 
well phrased and though it seemed 
to be deeply felt. The low lying 
tones were lost in the back- 
ground. 

In brief, the performance was 
intelligent and musicianly, but 
was deficient in quality of tone. 

Mr. Golschmann and the orches- 
tra provided a generally satistace 
tory accompaniment, 

Tschaikowsky’s “Pathetique™ 
symphony was put through its 
paces with an alacrity that sug 
gested a literal interpretation of 
the expression “war horse.” It 
was not one of the orchestra's

WINDS’ CODE WAS 
EVER RECEIVED 


Noyes Says Several Mes- 
sages Were Brought to 
Him Before Dec. 7, ’41; 
All False Alarms. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16 (AP) 
—A key witness in the contro- 
versy over whether the Navy got 
a “winds” code message before 
Pearl Harbor denied today that 
one was received. 

He was R. Adm. Leigh Noyes, 
the 1941 chief of communications. 
He told the Senate-House com- 
mittee investigating the Dec. 7, 
1941, attack that several mes- 
sages which were first thought 
to be in Japan's “winds” code 
were brought to him, but all 
turned out to be “false alarms.” 

“I nevet saw one which checked 
out to be an authentic ‘winds’ 
message,” Noyes said. 

His testimony virtually wound 
up the “winds” phase of the in- 
vestigation. 

It went into the question 
whether Tokyo ever made before 
Dec. 7 fake weather broadcasts 
it had notified agents abroad 
would be made, if other commun- 
ications failed, to inform them of 
endangered relations with the 
United States, Great Britain or 
Russia. 

The code referring to the 
United States was “east wind, 
rain.” 

Other Witnesses’ Testimony. 
‘Noyes figured in the testimony 
of two other major witnesses. 
One was naval Capt. L. F. Safford 
who said a “winds” message 
which to him meant Japan in- 
tended war with the United States 
was intercepted on Dec. 4 and 
was given to Noyes. 

The other was Army Col. Otis 
K. Sadtler who testified Noyes 
called him Dec. 5 on the phone 
and told him a “winds” message 
relating to Japanese-British rela- 
tions had been received. 

Before Noyes took the stand, 
Capt. Joseph J. Rochefort, a 


naval intelligence officer in Ha-° 


waii at the time of Pearl Harbor, 
testified his men never intercepted 
a Japanese “winds” broadcast. 

They knew about the “winds” 
code and were listening to all 
Japanese voice broadcasts for an 
“execute,” he said. 

Some Messages Never Cracked, 

In a general discussion of the 
crypto-analytic work whereby the 
Army and Navy were reading 
coded Japanese messages, Noyes 
said they never brought it down 
to an “open-and-shut proposition.” 

“There were Many messages we 
never could decrypt.” 

He related that on several oc- 
casions Japanese Messages men- 
tioned secret United States Navy 
information, raising the question 
whether the Japanese had 
“broken” American codes. 

Each case was run down, he 
added, and each time it was found 
the Japanese information came 
from “other sources.”.

A resolution condemning the use 
of school funds by the board of 
education to pay for newspaper 
advertisements in the custodians’ 
strike was adopted by the CIO 
United Electrical, Radio and Ma- 
chine Workers of America Local 
1104, it was announced yesterday. 

The resolution points out that 
the advertisements were paid out 
of funds raised by taxation of the 
citizens of St. Louis, and that they 
have a striking similarity to those 
placed in the same newspapers by 
General] Motors Corp., and United 
States Steel Corp. 

“We request the Board of Edu- 
cation to reimburse the school 
fund for all monies so spent,” the 
resolution contfhues. Copies of the 
resolution were sent to each mem- 
ber of the’ bogrd. 


ACHESON T0 DISCUSS LOAN 
TO BRITAIN AT MEETING HERE 


Under Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson will discuss the proposed 
loan to Britain and other Anglo- 
American financial relationships

CHUNGKING, Feb. 16 (AP)— 
Chinese Communists reported new 
clashes with Central Government 
forces today in Manchuria, where 
the continued presence of Russian 
troops also was causing increased 
anxiety. 

Meanwhile, Lt. Gen. Albert C. 
Wedemeyer, commanding United 
States forces in the China theater, 
disclosed at a press conference 
that Gen. George C. Marshall had 
approved a Chinese government 
request for American aid to move 
additional armies into Manchuria, 

Wedemeyer said the bulk of the 
new Chinese Sixth Army already 
had been taken there by the Unit- 
ed States Navy and that one di- 
vision was now at sea aboard 
American-manned ships. He did 
not say how many more would be 
transported, but used the word 
“armies” in describing the new 
movement. He came here from 
Shanghai to confer with Marshall, 
special American envoy to China. 

Report of New Conflicts. 

The Communist spokesman here 
asserted that new battles between 
Government forces and Commu- 
nists had been in progress since 
Feb, 8, that the Government troops 
had seized the cities of Panshan 
and Taian after “serious fighting,” 
and were driving against five oth- 
ers, including the port of Ying- 
kow. 

(The Yingkow situation was ob- 
scure, for the Russians previously 
had been reported withdrawn from 
that city and the Communists said 
on Jan. 30 that they also had 
withdrawn.) 

Government officials asserted 
privately that the Communists had 
made new demands and were vio- 
lating the spirit of the Jan. 10} 
truce, 

Government quarters said the 
Communist demands included a 
“ceiling” on the number of Gov- 
ernment troops allowed in Man- 
churia, recognition of Communist- 
led forces there, and local gov- 
ernments by “popular elections.”

To Build New 


Office Building 


Construction of a new adminis- 
tration building for the American 
Stove Co. is expected to begin 
within 30 to 60 days on a tract at 
the northwest corner of South 
Kingshighway boulevard and 
Northrup street bought last year 
from the Hydraulic Press Brick 
Co. and the Acreage Realty Co. 

The building will be a six-story 
and basement structure of re- 
inforced concrete faced with Indi- 
ana limestone, hand-made brick, 
and glass. Advanced ideas of 
structural and esthetic design are 
being incorporated in the building, 
which, it is estimated, will consti- 
tute an investment of about 
$500,000. 

Harris Armstrong of Kirkwood 
is the architect, Neal J. Campbell 
is the designing engineer and Fer- 
ris & Hamig mechanical engi- 
neers. The contractor has not yet 
been named. 

The building site fronts 208 feet 
on Kingshighway and is about 
423 feet deep. The building will be 
L-sh , with a 65-foot front par- 
alleling Kingshighway and with 
the main entrance in a wing, back 
some distance from the street 
along a landscaped court. Depth 
of the structure will be 115 feet. 

Permanently sealed double (in- 
sulating) plate glass will be used 
in extensive windows. Permanent 
window washing equipment con- 
sisting of a car suspended from 
the roof on cables will be arranged 
in the original design. 

Solar orientation has been taken 
into account and the building will 
be so located that the entire north 
wall will be free from direct rays 
of the sun from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
during midsummer days. Expan- 
sive areas of unshaded glass will 
be used in the north wall as a 
result of this placement, providing 
a high level of natural diffused 
lighting throughout the day. 

Heating and air conditioning 
equipment will be in stacked ar- 
rangement at one end of the build- 
ing, with individually controlled 
units handling each floor. Stack- 
ing the utilities will leave the ma- 
jor expanse of floor space open 
within the building’s shell. Inter- 
ior partitions will be built of pre- 
fabricated, Modular-designed stee] 
panels, each four by 10 feet, which 
may be put up or taken down with 
a screwdriver, and placed at any 
point on the expanse of floor that 
changing office requirement dic- 
tates. 

All lights will be recessed to 
ceiling surface. Lighting units 
and ceiling panels will be of modu- 
lar design and interchangeable at

KEGLINED 
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Mexico’s Unique Battle

MEXICO CITY. 


EXICO’s unique battle to wipe out illiteracy, through which 
the Republic hopes to advance toward full democracy and a 
higher level of production and income, has attained the status 


The campaign was set in motion on Aug. 21, 1944, when President 
Manuel Avila Camacho exercised his wartime powers to decree an 
emergency measure of revolutionary simplicity: Every Mexican who 
can read and write is obligated to teach an illiterate to read and 


write. 

Last week the Mexican Congress 
embodied into law this decree 
which would have expired next 
spring, along with other wartime 
emergency decrees, 

The fight on illiteracy is one of 
the two keystones on which rest 
Mexico’s aspirations for a better 
future. The other is industriali- 
zation. 


The attack on illiteracy was or- 
ganized by Secretary of Education 
Jaime Torres Bodet, a poet and 
novelist who spent 10 years in 
Europe fm study of school systems 
there. In his Secretariat there 
were other men of imagination 
and energy to help him dramatize 
the A-B-C program for lifting 
Mexico from its slough of ignor- 
ance, 


Concerted Attack. 


The dimensions of the problem 
of illiteracy and the collateral 
problem of providing educational 
opportunities for Mexico’s children 
were so great it was apparent that 
nothing less than a concerted 
frontal attack, nationally organ- 
ized, could reduce them. 

Less than half of the adult Mex- 
icans could read and write. A cen- 
sus taken in 1940 had shown that 
9.411,075 Mexicans above the age 
of six, comprising 48 per cent of 
the total population of 19,653,552, 
were illiterate. The census listed 
6,809,241 literates and 3,433,236 chil- 
dren under the age of six. 

School facilities existed for only 
one third of the Republic’s chil- 
dren. A minority of the population 
spoke ancient Indian languages 
which had no alphabet and em- 
ployed sounds for which new char- 
acters had to be invented. 

These problems would be for- 
midable enough in a country such 
as the United States, which is rich 
and has highly integrated systems 
of transportation and communica- 
tion. But Mexico is poor and its 
people communicate only painful- 
ly because most of its territory is 
cut with great mountain ranges. 
Some teachers in remote districts 
must walk on trails for two days 
to reach the nearest administra- 
tive center and collect their pay. 
Inertia and actual hostility to 
learning on the part of the igno- 
rant and the superstitious are fur- 
ther complications. Some teachers 
have been assassinated. 


Results Encoura ging. 


Results of the campaign to date 
are encouraging, but not spectacu- 
lar. Some 45,000 collective teach- 
ing centers are operating through- 
out the republic, most of them 
financed by private capital. About 
2,000,000 persons are receiving in- 
struction in the centers, in homes 
or other places. More than 275,- 
000 have fmished their studies 
with satisfactory examinations. 
Two million diplomas is the goal 
Torres Bodet has set for March. 


This will certainly result in a 
net reduction in illiteracy by 
spring. Howewer, it must be noted 
that Mexico's high birth rate (40 
births per 1000 persons) and its 
paucity of schools combine to add 
new thousands each year to the 
rolis of illiterates. There are 
8.000.000 schookage children who 
have no schools. 

The general administrator of the 
illiteracy campaign, United States- 
educated Ricardo Rubio Vivanco, 
admitted to this interviewer that 
a spot check last fall in the Fed- 
eral District (Mexico City and en- 
virens) showed that a year of in- 
tensive effort had resulted in only 
a slight reduction in the percent- 
age of illiteracy. 

However, he was not discour- 
aged. He held that the time had 
been too short; that the first year 
was necessarily a period of organi- 
zation and preparation. 

“I should like,” he said, “to call 
your attention to one very signifi- 


cant fact: For the first time in 
Mexico’s national history the fed- 
era] budget for education exceeds 
expenditures for the army.” (The 
education budget is 171,000,000 
pesos, about $36,000,000.) 

Vivanco explained that in actual 
practice the emergency law has 
rarely meant that one individual 
takes another aside to instruct 
him. Most of the teaching of illit- 
erates, both children and adults, 
has been done in collective cen- 
ters, schools or meeting halls, by 
professional teachers or by per- 
sons given special training in 
pedagogy. 

The law has made literate Mexi- 
cans between the ages of 18 and 
60 responsible for either giving in- 
struction personally to illiterates 
of 6 to 40 or joining with other 
literates to pay the cost of hiring 
a collective teacher. The latter 
practice has been followed in the 
cities. In isolated rural communi- 
ties there have been instances of 
individuals taking illiterates into 
their homes to teach them with 
methods prescribed by the Secre- 
tariat of Education, using cheap 
primers and writing books, 


Ten million of these books have 
been distributed. Torres Bodet ob- 
tained them by persuading the 
newspapers in Mexico City to lend 
their plants in idle hours. The 
government paid for the extra 
wages of the printers. 


In Three Phases. 


In its original draft the anti- 
illiteracy program was to be ac- 
complished in three phases. The 
first, the preparatory, ran from 
Aug. 21, 1944, to February, 1945. 
The second, the active or teaching 
period, was to be carried out from | 
March, 1945, to February, 1946. ; 
The third, the “exposition of re- 
sults,” was to be a time of census- 
taking from March, 1946, to May, 
1946, 

The directors of the program 
will go ahead next spring with 
their inventory of achievements, 
which will serve as a guide for 
future plans. 

The aspirations which moved 
him to decree the law were set out 
by Avila Camacho in an address 
to the nation: 

“All the struggles throughout 
our social evolution have sought 
the advent of a political and eco- 
nomic democracy. Today, more 
than the sterile party differences, 
the lack of a profound preparation 
of our people and the painful sur- 
vival of old class differences, 
among which the most unjust is 
between the literate and the illit- 
erate, do not permit us to accom- 
plish this democracy. 


“Iniquitous Barrier.” 


“Our national unity requires 
that we come closer to one 
another by means of a greater 
knowledge ... that all Mexicans 
meet fraternally, some to teach 
an. others to learn, in a fervent 
effort to destroy the iniquitous 
barrier that transforms those who 
know into privileged beings and 
those who are ignorant into slaves 
of their ignorance.” 

The President's call met an en- 
thusiastic response. From sun- 
baked Nuevo Laredo to the ver- 
dant state of Vera Cruz the tour- 
ist encounters banners strung 
across the stseets or sees posters 
on the walls, proclaiming: “The 
state (or town) of Blanko enlists 
in the battle against illiteracy.”

Are Urging Return of This 
and Other Roads to Old 
Stockholders But Under 
I.C.C. Findings No Equity

OR almost one-sixth of its 94-year 
F existence the Missouri Pacific Railroad 

has been operating on the financial 
sidetrack of bankruptcy, with a federal 
judge for conductor, a trustee for engineer 
and bond and stock holders waving red flags 
all over the system. The reorganization 
green light is not yet in sight, as appeals are 
pending which are expected to block con- 
summation at least until 1947. 

Opened in 1852 and operated under a 
bankruptcy receiver from 1915 to 1917 be- 
cause it could not meet interest and prin- 
cipal on its bonds at that time, Missouri 
Pacific went back;to court March 31, 1933, 
in the depths of the great depression, be- 
cause its funded debts once more were out 
of range of its dwindling income. Ever since 
then the effort to work out a financial re- 
organization has been going on. A compro- 
mise plan, issued by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission nearly a year and a half 
ago, was approved by United States District 
Judge George H. Moore Jan. 22. The ap- 
peals from his decision~will be heard by 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals here. 


Outstanding Example 
Of Big Reorganization. 


Missouri Pacific is one of the outstanding 
examples of big railroad reorganizations fig- 
uring in the current congressional attacks on 
rail operation under the bankruptcy act. 
Like the other cases, it is a maze of highly 
complicated finance, law and organization. 
The collection of court orders, petitions and 
reports already fill a seven-foot shelf—42 
handsome red volumes, exceeding 23,000 
printed pages. The scores of lawyers for the 
various interests not infrequently fumble in 
efforts to recall just where some phase fits 
into the financial switchyards. 

For the thousands of investors in the 
numerous security issues the matter is dead- 
ly serious. Among them are the little people 
who risked small savings, speculators who 
‘bought in the hope the ultimate plan would 
benefit this or that issue, and a number of 
the great life insurance companies, pictured 
sometimes as fiscal royalists but acting,iof 
course, in the interests of their innumerable 
policyholders. 

Stock control of the debtor company rests 
now with the Alleghany Corp. of Cleveland, 
holding slightly more than one-third of the 
stock. The ICC has found that Alleghany 
would hold slightly more than 5 per cent of 
the stock under the proposed reorganization, 
and has provided for control for five years 
under voting trustees to be appointed by 
Judge Moore. The directors of the old corpo- 
ration, largely a figurehead, voted to appeal 
from the plan, 

One great bone of contention in the var- 
ious rail reorganizations is the undisputed 
fact that the roads, including Mopac, piled 
up large sums of cash as a result of their 
tremendous war business. Mopac, whose of- 
ficers weren't always sure during the de- 
pression that there would be enough money 
on hand-to meet the payrolls, had only $1,- 
484,000 in cash at the end of 1932. It wound 
up 1940 with $17,496,000 and attained a 
peak of $105,945,000 at the close of 1943. 
Last New Year’s day found it down to $88,- 
514,000, reflecting a cut in the defaulted 
debts. The default of funded debt and in- 
terest had decreased from a peak of $246,- 
586,000 in 1942 to $210,181;000 at the end 
of last year.

An Aftermath of War 


The article by J. A. Livingston on this page 
shows that today’s troubles might have been 
greatly reduced if the Truman Administration 
had managed the reconversion more capably. Be- 
cause its management sometimes blundered and 
faltered, the President was forced last week to 
make drastic changes in his policies. 

But fairness demands a further commentary. 
Livingston’s research implies that the disastrous 
junking of wage controls last August originated 
with WLB members, The blame on Mr. Tru- 
man, then, is in not regarding such counsel and 
his Labor Secretary’s advice more critically, and 
especially in taking so long to recant a policy 
which had proved so disastrous so quickly. 

In longer prospect, the inadequacy of war- 
time controls was at fault. From experience in 
World War I, Bernard Baruch early proposed 
stern limits on wages, prices, profits—everything. 
The Government went part-way with Baruch, but 
not far enough or soon enough. So the economic 
order was out of joint before Mr. Truman in- 
herited the presidency, and pulling it back would 
have been a stormy business in any event. Per- 
haps Mr. Roosevelt could have established more 
effective controls, but one must remember that 
it is in the optimistic American nature to mix 
butter with guns until the mixture becomes a 
frightful mess} | 

Turning from retrospect to prospect, the ques- 
tion now is how to put the economy back in 
joint. The first job is to make the wage-price 
policy work—and to make production work. As a 
part of and beyond that, Livingston suggests that 
when the public must intervene in labor dis- 
putes, it should be through labor-management- 
public commissions. That suggestion should be 
closely canvassed before Congress adopts the 
Schwellenbach-Leiserson proposal to put all our 
eggs into an enlarged and glorified Labor De- 
partment and its mediation service. 

Though mediation is excellent in its place, re- 
conversion wage disputes have often run quickly 
beyond the power of the “mutual friend” to 
compose. Some of the largest have required 
someone’s coming in and arbitrating or deciding. 
And it is an unassailable conclusion, we believe, 
that arbitration tribunals with tripartite organi- 
zation, even though they lacked the WLB’s war- 
time powers to gain compliance, would command 
much more respect from everyone than the Pres- 
ident’s “fact-finding” panels have gained. 

In still longer prospect, there is no hope of 
managing any war without some dislocation at 
the end. The aftermath would still be tough 
enough even if Baruch had been followed to 
the limit, So today’s distresses are more rea- 
sons, if still more are needed, why-.we can afford 
to spend money and even more precious nervous 
energy to concert with other nations to the end 
that there shall be no more war. 
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Veterans Who Assail the Bonus 


The Missouri veterans’ bonus bill, pending in 
the Legislature, has been properly punched in 
the preamble by the St. Louis Chapter of the 
American Veterans’ Committee. The AVC mem- 
bers would be among the recipients of the bonus, 
yet they are realistic enough to know that it 
would be of no long-run benefit to themselves. 

Their statement says that paying for the es- 
timated $150,000,000 cost of the bonus with an- 
other 2 per cent sales tax “would be a millstone 
around the necks of veterans as well as all low- 
income groups.” That is correct. 

However, we would bandy an adjective with 
the AVC when it terms the bonus proposition a 
“cheap fraud.” This type of bonus would be 
a fraud, all right, but it certainly would not 
be a cheap one. 
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Truman Stands Pat on Pauley 
After the damaging testimony against Edwin 
W. Pauley at the Senate hearings, and even aft- 
er the blast by Harold L. Ickes, President Tru- 
man could have withdrawn the nomination, and 
he would have won praise for doing so. An ad- 


mission of error, when he makes an error, does 


credit to any man, no matter how great his 
wisdom or how lofty his office. In this case 
where the good of the public service and the 
guardianship of the public domain are concerned, 
withdrawal of the nomination would have been 
reassuring to the many Americans now deeply 
troubled over the course of the President’s ap- 
pointment policies. 

Mr. Truman, however, prefers to attempt 
bludgeoning the nomination through the Senate. 
He made that very clear at his press conference 
Friday, and he tried to justify his stand by 
bringing in the names of President Roosevelt 
and Navy Secretary Forrestal as previously favor- 
ing the appointment of Pauley. Even so (and 
Forrestal’s statement on the subject is decided- 
ly ambiguous), it remains a bad appointment, in 
view of what has been put into the public rec- 
ord since those reported indorsements. 

The President prefers a battle to the bitter 
end. Meanwhile, Pauley’s chances for confirma- 
tion grow weaker each day. His rejection by 
the Senate, which a poll early last week indi- 
cated was likely, will be a severe blow to the 
President’s prestige, a blow that could have been 
averted by withdrawal of the nomination. Plac- 
ing loyalty to a friend above the interests of the 
public service is leading Harry Truman into 
deeper and deeper waters. 
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Adventure in Science 

Like a good adventure tale, the Central In- 
stitute for the Deaf’s wartime research project 
involves imagination, sacrifice and eventual suc- 
cess. Working for the Government, the institute 
made 16,000 exacting studies of hearing condi- 
tions, and the result will be improved hearing 
aids for deafened veterans and everyone who 
misses the experience of sound. 

The program required imagination because 
it departed from past searchings for the quietest 
sounds which the human ear can detect. Instead, 
Dr. Richard Silverman and his associates sought 
the loudest noises that can be endured with 
comfort. There was personal sacrifice in this 
work, too. For two years, 40 St. Louisans sub- 
jected themselves to tests that were painful and 
nerve-racking, and most of them donated their 
pay to the cause of helping the deaf. 

Already, manufacturers are taking advantage 
of the research findings, and are perfecting new 
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types of hearing aids. People whose deafness 
might have seemed beyond hope will, in genera- 
tions to come, be able to enjoy the happiness of 
hearing as a result of this fine scientific achieve- 
ment. 
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Jim Crowism in Industry 

The wartime employment gains of Negroes 
cited at the Community Race Relations Insti- 
tute here last week are largely temporary gains. 
Jim Crowism remains firmly intrenched in the 
nation’s economy. 

However much the Negro may chafe under 
the other forms of segregation, the discrimina- 
tion which makes it hard for him to make a 
living injures him most severely. Moreover, 
race prejudice is in its elemental form in eco- 
nomic life, because fear of competition for a 
livelihood is a fundamental reason for persecu- 
tion of minorities. Yet such fear is most easily 
quieted when men of different races work to- 
gether. They begin to understand each other. 

During the war, most employers and trade 
unions realized this, The CIO, particularly, 
successfully braved wildcat strikes by white 
members in its attempt to introduce Negroes 
into union membership. Men of two races 
worked together in factories and mines across 
the nation, and worked hard. As speakers at 
the institute here disclosed, Negroes gained 
more in employment during the war than in the 
previous 85 years. 

These gains were not, however, entirely the 
result of final acceptance of Negroes by em- 
ployers and unions. They were caused largely 
by the wartime need for manpower, and by the 
work of the Fair Employment Practice Com- 
mittee. Now both these conditions have dis- 
appeared, and Jim Crowism remains in industry. 

To continue the economic advancement of mi- 
nority groups, the first necessity is full employ- 
ment. That would eliminate the fear of losing 
jobs, which has caused so much racial animosity. 
The second requirement is a permanent FEPC, 
to check unco-operative elements in industry. 
Only if there is employment for everyone, and 
means of enforcing fair employment for every- 
one, can race discrimination be erased from our 
economic system. 
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Peron Exploits Our Error 

Col. Juan Peron, the former dictator and can- 
didate for President of Argentina, has been 
quick to éxploit for his own purposes the Blue 
Book indictment which the State Department 
has brought against Nazi business enterprises 
in his country. As fast as an American dema- 
gogue could say “states’ rights” the Argentine 
demagogue says “dignity” and “sovereignty,” 
which he declares to be threatened by United 
States intervention. 

Much as the truth fis on our side, are not such 
efforts as these to influence the course of affairs 
in Argentina crude and blundering and self- 
defeating? Peron will do everything he can to 
turn the State Department indictment to his 
own account before the elections of Feb. 24. 
It is perfectly suited to his purposes of rousing 
hatred of the Yankee Colossus of the North 
and fomenting jingoist nationalism. 

If a foreign country tried to defeat a candi- 
date for President of the United States, it would 
only anger more people into voting for him. Can 
we expect the Argentines to act any less like 
human beings than we do ourselves? 
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Agreement on World Airways 

The Bermuda air agreement between the 
United States and Britain should mean take-off 
time for international civil aviation. Commer- 
cial air interests, straining for postwar com- 
merce, had almost been grounded by a fog of 
suspicion between the two major air powers. 

The surface dispute involved opposing theories, 
The Americans held that free competition would 
promote world aviation, and the British main- 
tained that uncontrolled competition could ruin 
a youthful industry. Behind the théories was 
fear. The British were afraid of America’s 
dominance in planes and pilots. The Americans 
suspected the British might make unfair use of 
their empire’s vast range of landing fields. 

Where the 1944 international aviation confer- 
ence in Chicago failed, the Bermuda conferees 
succeeded in compromising their differences in 
a month of give and take. The British gave 
up their demand for strict control of the fre- 
quency of flights. They also agreed to the 
“fifth freedom” right of American planes to 
pick up passengers in London on flights to the 
Continent. The Americans, in turn, surrendered 
their request for competitive rates and acceded 
to governmental review of plane fares. 

Congress still has to approve the Bermuda 
plan, however, and Parliament will debate it. 
If suspicion of the agreement arises in either 
assembly, it will keep planes on the ground. 
Approval of the Bermuda plan should be prompt 
on both sides of the Atlantic. Aviation can be 
of immense help in creating both commerce and 
understanding among nations, but only if it flies 
in fair political weather.

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An Amended Police Union Pledge 


Among the arguments raised against the po- 
lice union when its formation came into the 
public eye last November was the form of its 
membership pledge, which mentioned only al- 
legiance to the organization, ‘and to the labor 
movement in general.”

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President Truman and Secretary Schwellenbach fumbled in discard 
ing War Labor Board, writer says; industrial strife arose when WLB 
vanished, forcing request for strike legislation; an independent 
agency, responsible to public, is needed to deal with labor disputes.

When President Truman went over the 
heads of labor and Management to ask 
Congress for legislation to curb strikes, he 
was admitting a bitter fact for a President 
with a pro-labor background: the United 
States was face to face with a labor crisis 
that was slowing reconversion, exasperat- 
ing consumers, alienating voters and in- 
creasing the danger of postwar inflation. 


The record indicates that this crisis could 
have been averted. Washington wag fore- 
warned that big business and big labor 
were primed to fight over the proceeds of 
postwar production, that both sides were 
so well matched in economic power that it 
was imperative to have a third, and im- 
partial interest, the public, represented in 
anticipated disputes, 

A full 11 months before the Japanese 
surrender, Justice Byrnes, then Director 
of War Mobilization and Reconversion, 
asked members of the War Labor Board 
to formulate a program for handling labor 
disputes during the reconversion. But Sec- 
retary of Labor Schwellenbach had other 
ideas, 


WLB Had Free Hand 


Mr. Schwellenbach, like President Tru- 
man, had been a Senator. He had a Sen- 
ator’s ideas of what a Cabinet member 
should be. He had no intention of being 
another Madame Secretary. 

Because Miss Perkins was willing to ef- 
face herself, she helped to make it possible 
for the WLB to function freely and suc- 
cessfully in this field. As one member 
summed it up, “The labor members felt 
free to represent labor, the employer mem- 
bers felt free to represent management, 
and at the same time, the public members 
were able to examine issues in the large, 
trying to resolve what was good for labor, 
management, the consumer and the public.” 


This three-sided independence was WLB’s 
great strength. Although labor and man- 
agement members might disagree whole- 
heartedly and often violently during board 
discussions, once a decision was reached 
their front usually was united. 

To take over that role was Secretary 
Schwellenbach’s legitimate aspiration. But 
to assume that role, he had to subordinate 
the WLB to the Department of Labor— 
something his predecessor had not tried. 


Issue Comes to a Head 


Via the grapevine, the board soon learned 
of the Secretary’s intentions. Urged by 
board members, Dr. George W. Taylor called 
on President Truman, apprised him of their 
fears of being taken over. He emphasized 
a favorite point of his—the tripartite char- 
acter of the board and how it would be 
vitiated if it were put in the Labor Depart- 
ment. On leaving the President, he felt 
justified in advising board members to 
keep their shirts on. 

On Aug. 10, the issue of Schwellenbach 
vs. the WLB was brought to a head before 
John W. Snyder, Reconversion Director. 
Like the banker he is, Snyder listened first 
to William H. Davis, WLB’s ex-chairman, 
then to Taylor, and finally to Schwellen- 
bach. The Davis-Taylor plan was this: Have 
the President call a labor-management con- 
ference at once, continue the War Labor 
Board for a limited period to handle dis- 
putes which threaten reconversion, permit 
voluntary wage increases which won't ree 
sult in price increases, and try to get labor

The next morning Davis and Taylor re- 
ceived word from Snyder. The inference 
was that the matter had been settled, that 
Davis had sold his program to the White 
House, and that the Secretary would be 
amenable. The WLB appeared to be safe. 


But almost immediately after President 
Truman announced that Hirohito had sur- 
rendered, things began to pop on the labor 
front. Somehow the Government princi- 
pals never got together to work out plans 
for handling disputes that were almost 
Labor was splitting, too. 
With the war’s end, the dormant AFL-CIO 
rivalry was rearing again. In this atmos- 
phere, the board itself split, 


The Secretary Wins His Case 


Later, the President announced that the 
WLB was being transferred to Secretary 
Schwellenbach, Asked what happens to 
Mr. Davis, the President said he wouldn't 
have anything to do; John Snyder would 
have his job. 


Admittedly, industrial strife might have 
taken place anyway. Coming out of a war, 
it is to be expected that labor leaders would 
try to get wage boosts so as to increase 
the worker’s share of the proceeds of in- 
dustry; it is also to be expected that man- 
agement would resist until it could gauge 
its cost-price-profit position in a postwar 


_race for markets. 


For that reason, it became all the more 
important for the Government to provide 
interim machinery to handle disputes—par- 
ticularly since, during the war, the normal 
processes of collective bargaining had been 
suspended and labor leaders and corpora- 
tion officials were out of practice. 


What Hindsight Reveals 


Looking back—and hindsight is always 
a help—the main break was in the Secre- 
taries of Labor. When Secretary Schwel- 
lenbach succeeded Secretary Perkins, he 
was properly concerned with the preroga- 
tives of his office, and insisted to the 
President that “to continue the policy of 
withholding from the Department of Labor 
the essentiaf function of labor relations 
would leave the department sterile.” But 
the raising of the issue also raised a col- 
lateral] issue, just as basic: Is the Depart- 
ment of Labor the proper Federal agency 
to be charged with the responsibility of 
handling labor disputes? 


The conclusions, implicit in all this, are 
(1) that industrial relations require the 
know-how and experience of both labor 
and management representatives, (2) that 
public representatives help to bring the two 
together, and (3) that if the Federal Gov- 
ernment is to be drawn increasingly into 
labor-management disputes in the postwar 
world, as seems likely, perhaps it would 
be best to lodge the responsibility in a 
separate, independent agency—beholden not 
to labor, not to management, but to the 
general public.

/ Changes in Farm Policy 


Urged to Avert Disaster 


“Agriculture in an Unstable Economy,’ by Theodore 
W. Schultz. (McGraw-Hill Book Co., New York.) 
Our farm policy, framed by pressure 

groups lacking a sense of national respon- 
sibility, needs overhauling to avert a series 
of calamities—-so runs the theme of this 
research study for the Committee for Eco- 
nomic Development. 

When an apparent surplus of farm prod- 
ucts again appears, we can choose between 
curtailing output or enlarging consump- 
tion, says Dr. Schultz, who is professor of 
agricultural economics at the University of 
Chicago. Abundance in a consumer econ- 
omy does not bring disaster if a crisis in 
farm income can be avoided, But efforts to 
maintain historical price levels, ag by the 
parity formula, can result only in unman- 
ageable surpluses, held at prices above and 
outside world trade. 

* 


* + 

Analysis of this book reveals certain in- 
ert materials, as in the contention that 
millions now sharing meagerly in the pro- 
ceeds of farm labor must move to non- 
existent jobs in the cities. Absence of any 
reference to the possibilities of semi-proce 
essing farm products at the source and the 
establishment of small industries outside 
the urban belts, changes facilitated by rural 
electrification, may also be noted. The 
place of co-operative production and dis- 
tribution likewise goes unmentioned. The 
active ingredients of Dr. Schultz’s theory, 
however, have such real power that one 
may say that here are elements of a new 
approach to the farm problem. 

Price uncertainty reduces the efficiency 
of \agriculture, and many of the hourly 
and daily fluctuations in the markets have 
no real function. Shifts in relative prices 
of different farm products have a guiding 
effect in increasing production of needed 
products and decreasing that of others sup- 
planted by new techniques and demands. 

* * 7 

At this point, Dr. Schultz suggests a sys- 
tem of forward prices for agriculture, per- 
mitting farmers to complete at least one 
production period. This is a refinement of 
the war-born system of support prices by 
which Government action through loans 
and otherwise has put a floor under the 
market for given commodities. However, 
to hold market prices at the support level 
would not only be costly, but also would 
act as a brake on distribution at home and 
abroad, 

The simplest way to fulfill pledges of price 
support, Dr. Schultz concludes, is to make 
special payments direct to farmers. 

This system of negative taxation obvi- 
ously would function in time of industrial 
depression to give those in the cities food 
at low costs, and would tend to keep on 
level keel the rural demand for manufac- 
tured goods. Dr, Schultz is skeptical of 
the short-range objectives of many present 
farm leaders, contrasting the belief that 
he finds remains among the rank and file 
of farm people—“a belief that it is money, 
and the value thereof, that should be man- 
aged by the Government, and not the price 
of eggs, cattle, butter or of any particular 
product.” PAUL GREER,

bile, visiting centers for French

Middle Classes Fear Communism. 


After talks with industrialists, 
government officials and newspa- 
per men in five cities and visits 
to half a dozen factories, one of 
my two major impressions is the 
urgent need of this country for 
more coal to get its industrial 
plant running again. 
is the very real fear, 
almost on panic, which 
French middle classes show 
casual conversation with Ameri- 
cans that Communism—fostered 
by Russia—is going to sweep over 
France and thereafter over all of 
Europe. 

It has been an unusual tour, 
made with the assistance of the 
French Ministry of Information. 
Without government. assistance 
nobody could make it. Gasoline is 
scarce in France and is tightly 
rationed. It costs 32 cents a gal- 
lon. Fewer than half of France's 
prewar automobiles—if, they still 
exist—are on the road. 

Motorists are periodically 
stopped by police, who want to 
know if those driving have a right 
to do so, and, in the case of 
Frenchmen, whether the vehicle is 
being used to transport food for 
the black market. 

Cold and Hungry. 

Food is just as scarce as gaso- 
line. except in the black market 
restaurants, where it is as deli- 
cious in quality as before the war, 
although somewhat lacking in va- 
riety. 

There are two factors—cold and 
hunger —which Americans who 
have not been in France recently 
may find it hard to appreciate. 
These factors tremendously affect 
all the efforts the French people 
are making to restore their econo- 
my, shattered as it has been by 
years of enemy occupation and 
by warfare. 

Most of the people in France are 
‘cold this winter. Most of the peo- 
ple get far less to eat than their 
accustomed diet. For what they 
do get they have to stand in long 
lines and go from store to store.

their own prices whatever goods 
,or services they have to offer and 
‘buy at the vendor's price what- 
ever they can afford and want.

A Disturbing Luncheon. 

| To me it was pretty disturbing 
today to eat one of the finest 
‘luncheons I have had in a long 
time in a window of a beautiful 
restaurant looking out upon Stan- 
islaus Square here in Ndancy—a 
square which,. with its hand- 
wrought iron grills shining with 
golf leaf in the sun, is one of the 
loveliest squares ever built in 
Europe or anywhere else. It 
emerged from the war entirely un- 
scathed. 

The table linen was spotless. 
The good red Burgundy wine was 
gently warming. There was a 
specialty of the house called 
“Quiche Lorraine,” a kind of pie 
made of ham ~ith cream custard 
and cheese which will live long in 
memory. The sauce in which a 
little wild bird was bathed was 
exquisite and the waiters were 
professional, charming and cor- 
dial. 

Once two shivering urchins 
pressed their noses against the 
wine- , looking longingly at the 
contents of my plate. I noticed 
numerous passersby looking 
through th; window at the food 
on the table. 

The luncheon cost the equiva- 
lent of $4.40. That is about $1.50 
more than a good skilled French 
mechanic earns as his daily wage. 

At the same table, the night be- 
fore, an official of the French 
Government was warning me there 
was danger of a revolution in 
France and was asking whether 
America wanted Russia to rule 
all Europe. 


Champagne Situation. 


As for the champagne situation, 
which I investigated at Rheims— 
the Germans did not take all of 
the champagne there was in 
France, although they did make 
away with more than 85,000,000 
bottles of it, including some of the 
finest vintages. Production from 
the chalky soil of the small Reims- 
Epernay area is supervised rigor- 
ously by the government to as- 
sure quality. It amounts to about 
25,000,000 bottles a year. . 

I visited the cellars of the Pum- 
mery-Greno establishment,’ the 


very real, and the basic comfort 
of warmth in winter is equally 
hard to obtain. 

As an American civilian resid- 
ing in France, 1 am very lucky. 
For the moment, and perhaps un- 
til next summer, I have access to

party, which with abundant Soviet 
backing turned China’s Outer 
Mongolia into the new Mongolian 
People’s Republic. 

Choibalsan is in a Stalinesque 
position as commander-in-chief of 
the Mongolian forces. He is also 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. No 
other party than his is mentioned 
as existing, but the Mongolian 
Youth Corps and the Union of 
Professional Men also exert some 
political influence on the party’s 
program, 

Mongolians variously date their 
independence from 1921, 1924 or 
1926, but the constitution was first 
formulated in 1924 after recog- 
nition by the Soviet Union in 1921. 

Industry Held by Government. 

Economically, the Government 
holds complete possession of al] in- 
dustry and almost all trade, but 
cattle and agriculture are still not 
wholly collectivized. When asked 
by a Chinese newspaper man by 
letter—Mongolian statesmen re- 
ceive outsiders as infrequently as 
possible—whether the Socialist 
economy would run into difficul- 
ties when the time came for seiz- 
ing the cattle herds, Choibalsan 
replied: 

“We realize that a Socialist 
economy is not an aim for realiza- 
tion. in the near future, but we 
shall come to Socialism eventually. 
When that time comes, there will 
be no contradiction with our So- 
cialism of today.” 

The highest political organ in 
the Mongolian People’s Republic 
is the National Assembly. Dele- 
gates are elected from all the 
provinces. General principles and 
annual programs are formulated 
therein. The Assembly vests its 
powers in the People’s Central 
Executive Committee, 

The Assembly meets every three 
years and elects the Central Peo- 
ple’s Committee along Soviet lines. 
The committee, numbering about 
80 and including women and some 
members as young as 18, meets 
annually. Its president is Buma- 
chentu, 

The Central Committee annual- 
ly elects a board of seven chair- 
men who act as the equivalent of 
the Soviet inner politibureau, The 
republic’s President, Chaibalsan, 
heads the board, and its vice chair- 
man is swarthy, heavy-set Chimi- 
todorki Surungab, chief of the 
delegation now in Chungking. 
Department of State Affairs, 
There is also a Department of 
State Affairs, which has cabinet 
powers and checks on the policies 
carried out by the board of chair- 
men.

No more radical step could be

Nonetheless, the fact that such 
a program has been elaborated 
and approved as an objective is a 
striking indication of the way the 
wind is blowing.

It is not a bad prediction 
that proposals for some sort of 
English-American “union now” 
will eventually emanate from re- 
sponsible British sources. 

A shrewd observer of world af- 
fairs has rather bitterly remarked 
that British policy was now ani- 
mated by a sense of desperation, 
but that American policy was de- 
termined by a sense of impotence. 

Reason for Impotence. 

The sense of impotence results 
from the collapse of the Ameri- 
can military strength and the pub- 
lic indifference to the world situ- 
ation. It has produced the policy 
recently described by your corre- 
spondents—a policy which falls 
into two parts, both somewhat 
Micawberish. 


The first part is the hope that 
the Russians do not really mean 
what they say when they an- 
nounce their ambitions, and the 
accompanying fear that if they 
are annoyed, they may begin to 
mean it. 

The second part is the hope 
that if the Russians mean what 
they say, they will somehow blun- 
der into open aggression before

Riots in Mexico 
As Presidential

It 
constitutes a veritable “who's who” 
of Nazi hierarchy in Argentina. 

Two specific cases of “glaring 
failure” by the Argentine Govern- 
ment to control German economic 
enterprises remaining in Argen- 
tina are cited. They involve Lud- 
wig Freude, identified as the lead- 
er of the German community in 
Argentina, and Ricardo Staudt, 
an Argentine citizen of German 
birth, and typify German methods 
of operation in Argentina. 

Lush Contracts for Freude. 

Freude, who worked in close 
concert with the German embassy, 
derived his power from his own- 
ership of the construction firm of 
Compania Genera] de Construc- 
ciones, over which the government 
has instituted no control and 
which it has favored with lush 
contracts. This concern and other 
German-controlled similar enter- 
prises have a virtual monopoly of 


public works, military, residential 
and industrial construction. 


Freude, the Blue Book says, “is 
properly described ag the leader 
of the ‘stay-behind’ organization 
which was set up when German 
official diplomats were compelled 
to leave Argentina.” It was 
learned followin~ the surrender of 
Germany that when the counsel- 
lor of the Nazi embassy, Wilhelm 
von Pochhammer, was returned 
to Germany July 6, 1944, he con- 
ferred power of attorney on 
Freude and left with him 42,000 
pesos ($12,600). 

At the same time, Gen. Fried- 
rich Wolf, chief of the German 


military intelligence (Abwehr), |

Freude has served as president 
of the German Winter Relief 
drive, the German Club of Buenos 
Aires, the German School Associ- 
ation and other Nazi groups.

He still is' 
active in Argentina. 

His power over the present gov- 
ernment was established conclu- 
sively last September, the Blue 
Book states, when the Argentine 
foreign minister, Juan I. Cooke, 
informed the then American Am- 
bassador, Spruille Braden, that 
despite the nature of the charges 
against Freude, Cooke could do 
nothing about them because 
Freude “has so many powerful 
friends and influences.” 

As to Staudt, the State Depart- 
ment said his activities had 
caused him to be regarded as a 
major element of German econom- 
ic penetration not only in Argen- 
tina but in all southern South 
America. In World War I he was 
designated as a war criminal by 
the French government, 

Nazi a Director. 

His partly German-owned con- 
cern, Staudt & Co. was an out- 
standing contributor to the Ger- 
man relief fund, to which it made 
regular payments until as late as 
last July. The firm is a member 
of the German Chamber of Com- 
merce, spearhead of many Nazi 
programs. One of its directors 
is Carlos Tanke, a dangerous 
Nazi. A notorious German es- 
pionage agent, Friedrich von 
Schulz-Hausmann, was president 
of a Staudt affiliate, Bromberg 
& Co., a firm which employed an 
ardent Nazi, Wilhelm Kranken- 
hagen. 

Records established that Von 
Schulz-Hausmann became presi- 
dent of the Bromberg firm on the 
insistence of the Nazi government 
that he replace a Jew then at the 
head of the concern, 

Another Nazi agent, Antonio M. 
Delfino, president of a company 
bearing his name, provided em-

Key Secret Agent. 


The State Department described 
as a “key secret agent of the 
German military intelligence, one 
Hans Harnisch,” who still is in 
Argentina. He is a German na- 
tional and general manager of the 
German steel firm of Boker & 
Co. Harnisch, through his bust- 
ness, had close friends in Argen- 
tine military circles; and in his 
intelligence operations he wWwas 
teamed with Johannes Siegfried 
Becker, chief of Heinrich Himm- 
ler’s Sicherheitsdienst, or security 
service, in Argentina. 

Harnisch was a top figure in 
Argentine-Nazi negotiations for 
military assistance to Argentina, 
and was an intimate associate of 
Osmar Hellmuth, the agent se 
lected by the Argentine govern- 
ment and Himmler’s SD staff in 
Argentina as their common rep- 
resentative to negotiate with the 
German government in Berlin for 
arms and other types of mutual 
assistance. 

Hellmuth’s’ mission to Berlin tn 
October 1943 failed, but not be- 
cause it was not planned with 
Teutonic thoroughness. Hellmuth 
had the misfortune to be arrested 
by the Aljes at Trinidad while 
on his way to Germany. 

Subsidized Papers Listed. 


The Blue Book lists a number 
of newspapers and other publica- 
tions which were either subsidized 
by the Nazis or controlled by them 
in one way or another. Records 
of the German embassy showed 
that in March 1942 a request was 
made by the charge d'affaires for 
authority to disburse monthly 
more than 73,000 reichsmarks 
($29,000) to newspapers. 


More than half of this was to go 
to El Pampero,a newspaper which 
managed to draw subsidies from 
the German, Italian and Japanese 
governments and from German 
business organizations as well.

The committee added another to 
the long list of legislative actions 
which have created a dissatisfac- 
tion and disgust with legislative 
processes in Missouri, and which, 
there are many evidences to indi- 
cate, are rapidly creating a public 
sentiment for a change in the 
state’s legislative plan. This pub- 
lic irritation could even lead to 
the voters’ acceptance in the No- 
vember election of the proposed 
amendment being advanced by the 
Crusaders, an organization formed 
several years ago to promote the 
unicameral idea. 

The Crusaders’ proposal, for 
which initiative petitions are be- 
ing circulated, has many faults 
and to one who has had many 
years’ experience with Legisla- 
tures, appears to be the work of 
sincere, crusading amateurs, who, 
because of lack of legislative ex- 
perience, have overlooked the 
effect of some of its provisions 
and the difficulties which might 
result from some of its omissions. 
Nevertheless, the voters may be in 
n mood to accept it on the theory 
that nothing could be worse than 
the old system and that any 
change would be for the better. 


Lahey’s Plan Like Crusaders’. 

Lahey's proposal was identical 
with that of the Crusaders and it 
is not to’ be wondered that the 
committee did not approve it in 
the exact form submitted. The 
committee had the power, how- 
ever, to work the plan over and 
to amend it to submit a scheme 
which would be practical in its 
operation and by which, if the 
voters want a unicameral Legis- 
lature, they could have a good 
one. 

The committee’s blunder was in 
willful and unyielding refusal to 
carry out a committee’s duty to 
put legislation into the best pos- 
Bible shape and submit it to the 
Legislature for consideration. The 
committee was against the whole 
unicameral idea and it had no 
intention even of permitting the 
House to pass on the question of 
whether the voters should be per- 
mitted to vote on it. 

Theory of Equal Representation. 

The unicameral theory is one 
of equal representation for all 
persons in the state, population 
being the sole basis for the selec- 
tion of the membership, which 
woud be only slightly larger than 
that of the State Senate. 


Under the present bicameral 
system, St. Louis, St. Louis county 
and Jackson county, the principal 
population centers of the state, 
have been discriminated against 
in their representation in both 
branches of the Legislature. Al- 
though they have 41.4 per cent of 
the population of the state, even 
under the enlarged representation 
provided in the recent redistrict- 
ing they will have only 35.3 per 
cent of the membership of the 
Senate and 22 per cent of the 
membership of the House. Under 
the proposed unicameral plan 
they would have a. least 40 per 
cent of the seats and possibly 42 
per cent, 

In forming the districts for elec- 
tion of members of the unicameral 
body no consideration would be 
given to the theory of county rep- 
resentation, Counties would be 
grouped, as they are now for Sena- 
torial districts, into districts ap- 
proximately equal in population. 


While throughout the history of 
the state the Legislature has been 
dominated by the rural areas, the 
unicameral plan would give the 
larger cities proportionately great- 
er representation, and it is con- 
ceivable, in view of declining rural 
population and the tendency to- 
ward greater centralization of 
population in the larger cities, that 
in a’ few years the cities would 
dominate the Legislature. 


There is a sincere belief on the 
part of many: students of govern- 
ment that this would be a bad 
thing, even though theoretically 
there might be no solid basis e 
objection to recognition of eqfial 
representation, The objection is 
based on the fact that, generally 
speaking, over a period of many 
years, the type of legislative repre- 
sentation fyom the larger cities 
has not measured up to that from 
the rural areas. 

Usually a small legislative body 
works more efficiently than a 
large one, but the question of the 
desirability of unicameral over a 
bicameral legislature is one de- 
bated with sincerity by students 
of government. The self-interest 
politicians are unanimously 
against the unicameral, but, put- 
ting them aside, there are many 
persons who believe that the check 
of one house of the Legislature 
against the other is absolutely es- 
sential for the protection of the 
people of the state, 

If the Crusaders are able to ob- 
tain enough signers to their peti- 
tions to have the unicameral 
amendment placed on the ballot 
in November, and if it should be 
approved by the voters, the suc- 
cess will be due to a great extent 
to the record of the present and 
previous Legislatures, which have 
blundered in their handling of the 
public business. 

Convened 14 Months Ago. 

The present Legislature con- 
vened nearly 14 months ago with 
its principal business to imple- 
ment of the laws of .ne state with 
the new Constitution. It was a 
big job, but not one which would 
have required @ year to accom- 
plish if the Legislature had tackled 
it in a spirit of determination to 
complete it.

months of dilly-dallying, uncer- 
tainty of procedure and, on the 
part of most of the members, a 
complete lack of understanding of 
what had to be done. Even now, 
the work is far from completed 
and there is a probability that it 
will still be under way through 
the symmer months, and a possi- 
bility that it will %t even be 
finished when the next Legisla- 
ture convenes in January. 

Under the terms of the Consti- 
tution all laws which are in con- 
flict with the provisions of the 
Constitution will expire July 1. 
An effort is now being made to 
pass those laws which are neces- 
sary by March 20 to permit them 
to become effective in July, but, 
as there are about 135 in this 
Classification yet to be passed, it 
is doubtful that all can be en- 
acted. 


At best, there is great uncer- 
tainty as to just what the law is 
on many subjects, an uncertainty 
which can be removed only by a 
careful, detailed gtudy of the 
statutes, 


Distrust of Legislature Growing. 


The public knows this situation, 
just as it knows many instances 
in which the Legislature has ig- 
nored the interests of the state 
for political reasons, and there 
has been a growing distrust of 
the Legislature through the past 
few years, 


Success of the unicameral] move- 
ment would be due in a measure 
to a feeling by the voters of the 
larger cities that only by that 
means could they obtain protec- 
tion from what many of them be- 
lieve to be an attempt by rural 
legislators to use the power of 
their numbers to deprive the cities 
of their rights and to raid the 
state treasury of funds, principal- 
ly collected in the cities, for rural 
benefits at the expense of the 
cities. 


In the present Legislature at- 
tention has been directed particu- 
larly to road legislation, rural 
legislators attempting to pass laws 
to build purely local roads with 
state funds and to deprive the 
cities of any participation in road 
moneys. 


Resentment in Cities. 


All intelligent city residents, who 
give thought to the matter, know 
that as the greater part of the 
wealth is in the larger cities, they 
m vide the major support 
fof all state activities, and they 
expect to provide it. Their resent- 
ment is duf to a feeling that there 
is an organized rural legislators’ 
attempt to take all from the cities 
and give them nothing. 


Approval of the unicameral 
plan, if it is approved, will be by 
the vote in the larger cities, as it 
is virtually certain to lose in the 
rural areas. When it was pre- 
sented at the 1944 election, it 
failed of adoption by only 37,027 
votes in a total of 766,405 cast on 
it. St. Louis, St. Louis county and 
Jackson county gave a favorable 
majority of 81,577, but the remain- 
der of the state went against it 
by 118,604. 


The issue will be much more 
closely drawn this year than in 
1944. Then virtually no campaign 
was made either for or against 
it. This year both sides will be 
highly organized, 

The proposal for which the 
Crusaders are circulating petitions 
provides that the Legislature shall 
consist of not less than 50 nor 
more than 75 members, the first 
Legislature under it to have 50 
members. They will be paid sal- 
aries to be fixed by the Legisla- 
ture, but the total shall not ex- 
ceed $375,000 a year, with an 
expense allowance of $6 a day 
per member for not to exceed 70 
days in a regular session, or 30 
days in a special session. 


Election in Districts 


The members will be elected by 
districts to be set up by a special 
districting committee. Each dis- 
trict will contain approximately 
one-fiftieth of the population of 
the state, and the. population of 
no district may vary more than 
one-tenth from a quotient to be 
reached by dividing the total state 
population by 50. Thus no dis- 
trict could contain more than 83,- 
262 inhabitants, nor less than 68,- 
124. 


A desirable feature of the pro- 
posal is that each candidate shall 
file a statement setting forth his 
qualifications for the office and 
information as to his education, 
experience and business connec- 
tions. 


There is a requirement that all 
legislative committees shall keep 
an accurate public record of the 
vote of each member on every 
question submitted, the purpose 
being to prevent secrecy in com-

Senator Wheeler’s committee 
will open hearings Tuesday on 
an amendment to the Mahaffie 
bill, which would provide that 
trusteeships of the larger roads, 
including Mopac, Frisco and Cot- 
ton Belt, should be suspended im- 
mediately. Trustees would be dis- 
charged but such roads would re- 
main in custody of the courts and 
would have to file their own re- 
organization proceedings. 

Like Financing House. 

Railroad finance in essence is 
not unlike that of a man’s house. 
Senior bondholders of a railroad 
are like the bank that holds the 
mortgage on the property; junior 
bondholders are like the agency 
that makes a repair loan; stock- 
holders are like the householder— 
if and when the debts are paid 
the place belongs to him, Hence 
the clear-cut theory of railroad 
reorganization is that the claims 
for debts should be paid off in 
order of priority and, if there is 
nothing left over after that, there 
is nothing for the stockholders. 

Total claims against Mopac 
were set up at $831,389,000 as of 
the date of the plan, Jan. 1, 1943, 
but the ICC fixed the new capi- 
talization at $560,480,000. After 
readjustment for principal and in- 
terest which the trustee paid off 
in the interval and for the ac- 
cumulation of other interest un- 
paid, the claims were set at $814,- 
216,000 as of Jan. 1, 1946. The 
proposed new capitalization will 
be much less complex than the 
old, as it will consist only of first- 
mortgage bonds, general mortgage 
bonds and preferred and common 
stocks. These will be distributed 
among the claimants according toa 
highly detailed table. 

Annual fixed interest charges 
will be reduced by the plan from

to Rule Nation. 


BERLIN, Feb. 16 (AP)—Wil- 
helm Pieck, German Communist 


chairman, said in an interview to- 


day that his party advocated a 
merger of workers, including “pen- 
itent” Nazis, into a strong Single 
political party to socialize and rule 
the country as the best guarantee 
for peace. 

The white-haired leader criti- 
cized the de-Nazification policies 
in both the United States and 


British zones in defending his in- 
vitation to repentant Nazis to join 


the Communist party. 
“You can’t cast out 6,000,000 to 


8,000,000 people from their coun- 
try,” he said, “You cannot live 
without them, They must have a 
way out. If you don’t give them 
a way out they will become a 


very reactionary danger for us.” 

He said the invitation to the 
penitent former followers of Adolf 
Hitler was directed to small fry 
party members. 

Pieck asserted that “we don’t 
want a Soviet system, but on the 
other hand we don’t want a forced 
foreign kind of democracy that 
the people don’t understand.” 

He visualized eventual establish- 
ment of a central German social- 
istic government, corresponding to 
the “characteristics and mentali- 
ty” of the German people with di- 
rection of the country’s internal 
and foreign policies in the hands 
of trade unions and workers. 

While upholding Russia as “the 
only true democracy,” Pieck pound- 
ed the desk in denouncing ‘those 
reactionaries who make slander- 
ous remarks that Moscow dictates 
our policy.” 

He said that American licensing 
of the Monarchist party in Bava- 
ria was “too much of a democra- 
cy,” and asserted the party would 
become a “gathering ground for 
all fascists.” 

Pieck fled to Paris after Hitler 
assumed power in 1933. In 1939 he 
went to Moscow.

Democracy in Labor Unions 
Is Discussed by Specialists

Starr of ILGWU speaks of “the 
difficulty of reconciling demo- 
cratic controls within the effi- 
cient administration of unions 
whose functions now resemble, 
much more closely than in their 
crusading days, the running of 
a business concern.” 

The two further agree that it is 
entirely natural that established 
union leaders and bureaucracies 
seek to perpetuate themselves in 
office, and that they use the edu- 
cational, parliamentary and’ other 
resources of their offices with an 
eye on that end. In the last analy- 
sis, then, the problem seems to be 
to insure as fair a deal for the in- 
dividual member under union gov- 
ernment as he receives under po- 
litical government, and something 
approaching his freedom to criti- 
cize the political state and to 
change it by ballot in periodical 
elections. 

Re-examination Needed. 

On the whole, Taft believes, the 
unions have not done too badly 
in respect to this need, but there 
is one area in which their custom 
calls for diligent re-examination. 
In some unions, he says, internal 
laws are drawn so broadly and 
vaguely that officers can, and 
sometimes do, punish members se- 
verely for no greater crime than 
honest and orderly expression of 
dissent from the leaders’ acts, poll- 
cies and efforts to perpetuate their 
power. 

In its stronger forms, such 
power is tremendously repressive, 
because expulsion from a growing 
area of unionism denies the victim 
a right to work at his skill any- 
where. Taft therefore believes it 
is urgent that the unions so devise 
and revise their laws and pro- 
cedures as to prevent the capri- 
cious or abusive use of official 
power, 

The courts,

he says, are re- 


luctant to set aside the verdicts of 
union tribunals, but legislative 
bodies would move in on much 
less provocation, Their ground for 
doing so would be that “unions 
are not private organizations in 
the same sense that a social club 
is,” because they “can destroy'im- 
portant property rights of their 
members”—that is, their rights to 
their jobs. So, Taft concludes, it 
is a case of either maintaining 
tolerable conditions voluntarily or 
of having them imposed. 

He favors voluntary action, for 
“legislative interference . . . may 
lead to results that will seriously 
impair the ability of trade unions 
to perform their essential func- 
tions.” Hence, he concludes, and 
Starr again concurs, the reform of 
rules and procedures should be ac- 
companied by an entirely new line 
of defense for the citizen-member’s 
democratic rights. 

Right of Appeal. 

Taft puts it thus: 

“While the level of honesty, in- 
tegrity and public responsibility is 
as high among labor leaders as in 
other social and economic groups, 
the exercise of unrestricted power 
encourages abusej arrogance and 
irresponsibility. Actions of labor 
leaders should be subject to re- 
view, and where decisions involve 
a serious loss or burden to indi- 
viduals, it is imperative that an 
impartial body should exist for 
appeal. 

“No union officer should be im- 
mune from appeal against his acts, 
and to my mind the labor move- 
ment should itself create an im- 
partial tribunal—a sort of Federal 
Trade Commission — which would 
furnish quick and inexpensive re- 
views. Most unions regard such 
suggestions with extreme distaste, 
but only some such program, it 
seems to me, can ward off perma- 
nent and more stringent regula- 
tion of labor unions.”

BERLIN, Feb. 16—The next let- 
ter you get from your soldier boy 
in Berlin may talk more about 
the American stake and responsl- 
bilities in the future than about 
the price of cigarettes on the 
black market.

him with much greater confidence 
than to fly-by-night Americans 
who visit Europe for a few days, 
spend most of their time amid 
the comforts of hotels for VIPs 
(very important persons), and 
then go home and sound off on 
conditions in Europe.

The Comic Books 
Are They GoodorBad 


Influence on Junior?

WAS sitting in my easy chair the other day placidly reading 

| a murder mystery when my oldest son, who just turned 4, 

walked into the room, fixed me with an odd stare and said, 

“Shazam!” It struck me as being strange talk, even for a 

4-year-old. “It’s a magic 

word,” he explained. “It 

turns you from an ordinary 

mouse into Super-mouse. 

Now you're Super-mouse.” 

He departed, apparently sat- 

isfied, and I returned to my 

book, not at all surprised at 

being turned from an ordi- 

nary mouse ‘into Super- 

mouse. When the comic 

books invade your home you 

gradually cease to be sur- 

prised at anything. You lose 

the faculty for being sur- 

prised. You just suffer. This 

is particularly true when 

the little fanatic in your 

home has not yet learned to 

read, and you have to spend 

long hours each day reading 

them to him. You not only 

cease to be surprised, but in 

time they begin to penetrate the outer barriers of your sanity 

and you begin to wonder. If they can do that to you, you say 

to yourself, what effect do they have on the impressionable 

minds and personalities of 4-year-olds. There is, perhaps, no 

menace in “Egbert the World’s Funniest Chicken,” but what 

about Plastic Man who can stretch his neck around the corner 
and up a flight of stairs when the demand arises?

A little research reveals that this same thought has 
popped into the heads of parents, educators and psy- 
chologists, and during the past few years they have been 
having something of a field day discussing and debating 
the matter. Unfortunately, after reading any number 
of these articles, In magazines and periodicals ranging 
from Better Homes and Gardens to The American Edu- 
cator, I came off no better enlightened than when I 
started.

@ I DID PICK UP SOME interesting information along the. 
way. Such as the fact that there are now between 20 and 25 
million comic books being printed and distributed each month 
in the United States, and that comic books, despite all the 
furore, are really nothing new. The American Antiquarian 
Sotiety of Worcester, Mass., points out that they are at least a 
century old, and while they were widely read, there seems to 
_ be no reliable evidence they did any harm. As to the comic 
book craze of today, opinion seems a little divided. Some stu- 
dents of the subject look upon them as a splendid force for good. 
Others look upon them as a pernicious evil, and a third group 
looks upon them as something here to stay, like the radio, and 
we might as well make the best of it.

@ PROF. GEORGE E. HILL of Morningside College at Sioux 
City, Iowa, got to wondering how much influence, bad or other- 
wise, the comics have on a child’s vocabulary. He studied the 
language used in 16 different comics for a month and,found 
that bad grammar is negligible, that only slightly more than 5 
per cent of the words used are slang, misspelled or onomatopoeic. 
An onomatopoeic word is a word manufactured to match sound, 
like “klonk” when someone gets hit over the head. Some of the 
examples of slang he turned up were “babe, crackpot, flatfoot, 
Kal, haywire, nuts, okay and scram,” anyone of which might 
pop up in the Saturday Review of Literature.

In case you think comic books are read only by a 
smal] and moronic minority, you will be interested in 
what Harvey Zarbough, writing in the Journal of Edu- 
cational Sociology, has found out. Of children between 
the ages of 6 and WJ, he says, 95 per cent of the boys and 
91 per cent of the girls are comic fans. Among the 
adolescents they are read by 87 per cent of the boys and 
81 per cent of the girls. Among adults up to the age 
of 30, they are devoured by 41 per cent of the men and 
28 per cent of the women. Past the age of 30, they are 
read by 16 and 12 per cent of the men and women, 
respectively. 
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@ WILLIAM MOULTON MARSTON, who bears the degrees 
of A.B., LL.D. and Ph.D., makes it clear in a reassuring fashion, 
why people like comics. He explains how comics defy the limits 
of accepted fact and convention, thereby cutting loose the ham- 
pering debris of art and artifice, touching the tender spot of 
universal aspirations, hidden customarily beneath accumulated 
protective coverings of indirection and disguise. Like Plastic 
man, for instance. What man, endowed with universal desires 
and aspirations, wouldn't like to stretch his neck clear around 
the block? Comics are a good influence, Marston says, because 
they establish and build up a compulsion to do battle with and 
overcome evil and obstacles, We were mightily impressed with 
Marston's theories until we discovered that he writes, under an 
assumed name, the continuity for Superwoman, a sort of female 
counterpart of Superman. 
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@ DR. WALTER J. ONG, WHO OBVIOUSLY is on nobody’s 
payroll], takes a view that is more than dim. It’s alarming. Dr. 
Ong, a former English professor, says that in many comics 
everything is centered On one man, the leader, He builds on 
the herd dream, Ong says. He hypnotizes the masses. He is a 
Super-state type of hero. Which brings us back to where we 
started, which was right in the middle of being changed into 
Super-mouse. The fact that my son displays neither surprise 
nor resentment when I fail to turn into Super-mouse would 
seem to indicate the comics have exerted no great influence over 
him. On the other hand, maybe it’s because I do turn into 
Super-mouse when he says “Shazam.” For all I know, I may 
be Super-mouse right now. 


The Diary of Mussolinis Mistress 


From a Prison Cell, the Woman Who Later Died at Il Duce's Side Wrote of 
Her Deep Love for Him and Revealed Dictator Had His Tender Moments.

Claretta Petacci, the daughter of an 
obscure Italian doctor, climbed to 
wealth and notoriety as the mistress of 
Benito Mussolini. Her life ended, along 
with his, in a farmyard near the Swiss 
border where they were shot by Italian 
anti-Fascists last April. Later, their 
bodies were hung head downward from 
the steel beam of a gasoline filling 
station in Mitan. 

Confined to a jail cell in Novara, 
Italy, after Mussolini's downfall in 1943 
and before his short-lived liberation by 
the Germans, the girl wrote a diary in 
which she recorded the intimate details 
of her love for the erstwhile dictator, 
whom she refers to in her diary as 
"Ben." 

This diary now has been obtaindd by 
International . News Service. It was 
found by a woman friend in a dresser 
drawer of her villa while she was pack- 
ing clothes for Claretta's ‘fruitless 
attempt to flee to Switzerland with her

NOVARA PRISON, Italy, 
Aug. 12, 1943. 

NEVER believed, Ben, that T 
| should continue my talks with 

you in this horrible place. They 
came after us at the villa at six 
o'clock. After they had searched 
the house they packed us off for 
Novara, where we arrived very 
late. After half an hour of agony 
outside the garrison prison door 
they led us to filthy rooms filled 
with benches and crawling with 
vermin. They again searched us, 
this time nude, mother, sister and 
I by women and father by a man. 
(Editor’s note: Claretta’s father, 
mother and sister, Miria, were ar- 
rested with her. All but Claretta 
later escaped to Spain and last 
were reported living near Barce- 
lona.) 


I believe we thus have descend- 
ed to the last rung of shame and 
humiliation. We wait on. Not 
one word of explanation or any- 
thing. Then Anglo-American 
planes roar overhead dropping 
their bomb loads. [I protest vio- 
lently. I ask the release of my 
mother, who is crying. Father is 
pallid and silent. Mimi (Claretta's 
sister, Miria) %s terrified at this 
horrible experience, which she 
doesn’t deserve, Our guards have 
faces of stone. The director of 
the jail arrives and forces us down 
into a shelter. 

Without warning a bomb falls a 
hundred meters from us and the 
shock hurls Mimi on top of me— 
she strikes her head violently; all 
tue prisoners hold us up. We feel 
like dying. We hold together 
closely, almost as if to suffer to- 
gether the cruel blow of destiny. 
Finally, the air raid is over, 
Around five o’clock at night they 
lead us up to a cell. In the dirty 
cell we find three broken-down 
iron cots, with torn mattresses and 
terrible-looking straw-filled ticks. 
They separate us from father. The 
parting breaks our hearts. We feel 
we are going crazy. On our filthy 
beds, we sob all night desperately. 
This is really the end of life. 

August 13——This is our second 
day in jail. I am afraid to look 
at myself. I don’t feel like a 
human being. My dear Ben—if 
you only knew what I am going 
through. Where are you, what are 
you doing? God help you and us. 

August 15—This is a Sunday of 
memories, Ben—of tears, of lost 
tenderness. These hours of our 
separation drag on forever, and 
I feel closed in like a mad woman, 
Perhaps it’s a sin to love you. 
Perhaps it is evil to have loved 
you as [I have loved you. What 
are you doing? Those are the 
thoughts that race through my 
torment. At least, if I knew you 
were thinking o- me I would feel 
less alone, (Editor’s note: Musso- 
lini, too had been placed under 
arrest following the downfall of 
his Fascist regime.) Oh, tell me 
that you still love me—that you 
are alive in spi e of all! 

August 16—Today, Ben I feel 
like dying. I don’t want to cry 
in front of the others. But I’m 
afraid I shall never sge you again. 
I am going mad and while you 
will never fall from my heart— 
never as long as I live—I am 
afraid I shall fall from yours 
if I haven’t already fallen. Do you 
remember those hours of our first 
September together? They were 
equal to these in violence and 


mortal anxiety. Darling, help me 
with your thoughts—if you are 
alive as I feel you must be. 

Aug. 17—We await our fate. The 
public defense counsel says he will 
help us. I don’t know. I’ve no 
more faith, no trust in anyone. I 
would like to break these walls of 
my cell with my head.. I'd like to 
tear out the bars with my teeth. 
I'd like to scream and call you 
desperately, but you’re not here 
and I am here behind these walls 
with not even a glimpse of the sky. 

Aug. 18—This morning I felt you 
very near, Ben. You've had an 
hows regret of tenderness. I 
have had you near me. You loved 
me. You remembered me. You 
grieved for me. One hour of sweet- 
ness. I’m grateful to you. My 
heart has tolerated its anguish 
better because I know I shall see 
you again. I feel it. You will win 
again and I shall always be your 
devoted faithful companion, Will 
they succeed in executing me be- 
fore the Germans liberate you? 
All I know is that if dying will 
save you then they can take my 
life for yours—provided you can 
be safe, provided you can return 
to your post, my Duce, my only 
love, 
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UG. 19—I dreamed of you, but 
Ae was a sad dream. I cried all 

night. Last night, you thought 
of me. I felt it and I know what 
you were thinking of (I was 
thinking of the same thing) — 
love. Memories are very poignant, 
I remember as if it were yester- 
day—I was in bed with horrible 
pains like a knife in my side— 
do you remember, Ben? You 
were in a cold sweat because of 
my savage cries of pain and after 
all those days of illness. But you 
were with me and all seemed 
sweet, all was bearable then. Your 
tenderness, your voice were my 
strength. 

Do you think of me? If I have 
lost you, it will complete my un- 
doing. I told you one day that 
I had a mortal fear of prisons 
and that I would go mad if I 
were closed in away from you. 
And you told me what you used 
to do when you Were closed in 
like this. You said: “You'll never 
have such a sad_ experience.” 
(Editor's note: In his early career 
as a socialist agitator, Mussolini 
was jailed numerous times both 
in Italy and Switzerland.) 

Aug. 20—What they have done 
to you, Ben, is unthinkable, I 
have been thinking of you. I 
feel you near. It is almost as if 


‘the veil of your soul were raised 


and the mad sun of 1937 when we 
first fell in love entered again, 
burning decisive, violent like it 
was then. 

That is the only light in this 
black, narrow, humiliating cell. 
Our love cannot be denied us. 
There’s only one imperative de- 
sire: to see each other again, to 
hold hands, look into each other's 
eyes—hold each other with our 
hearts close, placating the evil 
fires which consume us... for- 
getting everything in ecstasy. 

I have reviewed everything to- 
night—Palazzo Venezia (Musso- 
lini’s palatial office where he also 
maintained a private apartment), 
your den, your work ,.. and the 
snow. Do you remember, Ben, 
that night at sunset when the 
snow flakes formed irridescent 
crystals which floated so lightly 
and happily around us? And the 
fireplace with its hot, comforting 
flames” And the music? Do you 
remember, Ben? 


Yes, and all this you must have 
remembered tonight, too—when 
they carried me up the stairs be- 
cause my small heart couldn't 
stand the steep climb, and you 
gave me sugar dipped in brandy 
—and you laughed like a happy 
child—the war was still far away 
then. Oh Ben, why did you be- 
tray me? Why did you make me 
cry so much? Why have you made 
my life so unhappy? (Editor's 
note: Later in the diary, Claretta 
reveals she was intensely jealous 
of Mussolini's Casanova exploits 
with several] other women.) 

Tell me I shall see you again, 
that I shall put my tired head on 
your heart, that I shall once more 
hear your deep breathing, your 
sweet hands on my face. I feel 
with rising anxiety that you must 
be ill again. I am sick with 
anxiety and nostalgia. You're all 
I want, Ben. 

August 21—I am convinced now

that you have turned your back on 
me. For yours is a kind of love 
that cannot conquer time and 
distance and adversity, You -need 
immediate contact. I recall one 
of your_own phrases: “Separation 
doesn’t help love. Love has need 
of intimate nearness, That is 
the food of love.” 

I remember your brutal remarks 
about “R” (Editor’s note: Possibly 
refers to Rachele, Mussolini's wife.) 

Your description of her certainly 
doesn’t apply to me. But it is also 
true that when we were sepa- 
rated for a long time you always 
returned to me full of loving in- 
tentions and profound tenderness. 

My sharpest hours of yearning, 
it’s strange, are after midnight— 
and again at seven in the evening, 
the sweet hours of our first meet- 
ings, of suave, innocent talks — 
and then at ten in the evening, 
the hour of telephone calls, and 
of burning thoughts, and of many 
things I shall not mention here— 
and now all I have left are shat- 
tered dreams, 
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UG. 22—I am sure, Ben, you 
Aee not know that I am here 

in prison. No, because I would 
feel it. I would feel your tor- 
ment—you couldn’t endure my 
martyrdom, ... This morning, as 
always, I prayed for you. We 
went to church here in prison.... 
I remembered the day we went to 
Santa Maria of the Angels. Do 
you remember? How beautiful it 
was. The heavenly music .., the 
lights . . . the flowers. And you 
were so handsome, austere, and 
noble in your uniform of honorary 
corporal — and every once in a 
while you looked curiously, almost 
mischievously, like a little boy. 

Is it possible that I must con- 
tent my heart only with the past? 
I seem to hear you saying as you 
used to: “You're young. You'll 
make your life, but don’t forget 
too quickly these tempestuous, 
happy years.” And you told me 
also: “Never tell the man whom 
you'll eventually choose how much 
there was between us—keep it a 
mystery—hold to yourself that 
which has been our joy and our 
life.” And again you said: “I have 
my life behind me, you have it 
before you—you’re hardly more 
than a baby.” But, in love, you 
probably have not evaluated one 
factor—you, yourself, don’t know 


what a fountain of youth and fresh 
beauty there is in your heart, in 
your words, in your life, and your 
vivid intelligence. You went 
against the current and you want- 
ed the waves to fall on the op- 
posite shore. Behind you, you felt 
millions of loyal’ people would have 
followed—but now all that has 
crumbled. 

August I had a strange 
dream last night. You were tell- 
ing me again how after so many 
years the king and his son had 
betrayed you. You were saying 
how right I was when I warned 
you with my sensitive intuition 
about your enemies—and when I 
urged you to pay attention and be 
determined, even hard and evil, to 
save yourself and your ideas. We 
were in a simple room—and you 
were complaining of a stomach 
ache like you used to. 

I felt instinctively that the king 
would betray you, that it was 
then only a matter of hours. You 
wouldn't have listened to me, I 
know. You wouldn’t have bowed 
to my. wish that you not go to 
see the king, but who knows, who 
knows? (Editor's note: It was 
when Mussolini went to see the 
king, in the hope of winning his 
support after his own Fascist 
Grand Council had voted to force 
his resignation, that Il Duce was 
deprived of all power by the mon- 
arch and placed under arrest.) 

I gather from something the 
chief warden said today that they 
are preparing my end. If I could 
only see you once more. I am 
afraid of your flighty heart, your 
volubility in love. As you yourself 
once wrote me: “You are the last 
page of my heart. You close di- 
vinely my long career of love. You 
close it with dignity for you are 
love, real love with a capital L.” 

August 26—I broke into a cold 
sweat last night when I recalled 
the bitter way you treated me on 
May first and what a blow it was 
for me when you had that Ruspi 
woman brought back to Palazzo 
Venezia. And that Sunday when I 
waited to see you go by—and you 
spent the afternoon with some- 
body else, and destroyed my pic- 
ture. Why did you do that? 

I remember how worried you 
looked when we said goodby one 
evening shortly before the trag- 
edy (of Mussolini’s downfall) oc- 
curred. I asked you if you were 
cross with me and at last you 
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said to me in a kind voice: “To 
be cross with you, dear little one, 
would be really unfair.” You 
were suffering so much and you 
made me suffer too. 

August 28—I am beginning to 
understand how people can com- 
mit suicide. Perhaps you've fol- 
lowed your primitive instincts and 
replaced me with someone else 
already. How can I tell. A Fas- 
cist warden whispered to me the 
other day that they may be hold- 
ing you at La Maddalena — the 
brutes! I remember La Madda- 
lena well, It was the place where 
air corps officers were sent for 
punishment. It's a malaria-ridden 
hole. The curs! I'll make them 
pay for this. And they'll pay in 
blood, For your martyrdom, 
Ben, one who loved you and still 
loves you will be a curse on 
their heads for generations to 
come. 

They smuggled a newspaper 
into prison today and I read the 
vile insinuations about the young 
ladies with whom you were in 
love. They even dragged poor 
Mimi through the mud. (Kditor’s 
Note: Mussolini was several times 
reported to have fallen in love 
with Claretta’s sister and was 
known to have sponsored her 
movie career.) 

Why don’t they put a wall 
around the 45,000,000 Italians who 
were Fascists whether they 
wanted to be or not? They all 
benefited by your regime. They 
all lived in it and by it for over 
21 vears. Now all they can do is 
curse and ridicule it, If the war 
had gone all right, ah, then every- 
body would have gone on praising 
and extolling you.

They worked in various California 
spots and were heard on the air out West for almost a year— 
until the Pied Pipers lifted Jo out of the trio. The Pipers were 
then seven boys and young Jo. In 1941, the Pipers were signed 
by Tommy Dorsey and featured on his air show out of New York 
for that season. After that the Pipers did radio work, theater 
and night club engagements on their own and had dwindled 
down to a quartette—three boys and Jo. While playing a date 
in Oregon, the quartette received an offer from Dorsey to rejoin 
his radio show as regular members of the organization.

Police Say Wife Told Them She Pois- 
oned Him So She Could Nurse Him 
Back to Health to Prove Her Love

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 16. 
é6 E was such a happy guy,” 
Her said. “Never lost his 
temper. Always keen for a 

good time. ... I loved him.” 

The speaker was blonde, 28-year- 
old Virginia McElhiney and she 
was talking in a cheerless cell in 
the county jail here. She looked 
down at the floor. 

“Now he’s dead. And I’m so 
lonesome for him, seems like half 
of myself is dead too. I wanted 
to go out to his grave, but they 
wouldn’t let me. I haven't seen 
him since all this happened.” 

By “all this’ Virginia meant 
the death of her husband, Everett 
“Happy” McElhiney, a _ returned 
soldier, and the circumstances 
surrounding it which led to a 
charge of murder being placed 
against her. 

Virginia has confessed, police 
say, that she gave her newly re- 
turned husband a dose of ant 
poison. But most surprising of 
all the circumstances were her 
reasons. First, the police claim, 
she told them she put the poison 
in her husband's coffee because, 
“T was afraid he would kill me.” 


Then she gave another, even 
more singular reason. “I wanted 
to make him sick,” police quoted 
her as saying, “so I could nurse 
him back to health; in that way 
I hoped to prove that I really 
loved him.” Unfortunately the ob- 
ject of her affections and her 
strange experiment died before 
she could prove anything. 

The story of Virginia 
“Happy” began back in 


and 
1938. 


Happy was from Moberly, Mo., and 
Virginia was from Eureka Springs, 
Ark., where she had been active 
in church work. She was even 
secretary of the Church of Christ 
and taught a Sunday School class, 
She met “Happy” in California in 
1938, and they were married in 
Las Vegas, Nevada, shortly there- 
after. 

When “Happy” went into thy 
Army she followed him all over 
the United States, just as thou- 
sands of other soldiers’ wives had 
done, living in hotels, motels and 
bleak rooming houses, 
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Until “Happy” went overseas 
there is nothing to indicate they 
were not perfectly congenial, It 
was while he was overseas that 
the first shadows began to ap- 
pear on the marital horizon. Some- 
one wrote “Happy” an anonymous 
letter and told him Virginia was 
running around with other men. 
‘The letter made him sick at heart. 

He wrote to members of his 
family back in the states and 
asked if it were true, They 
hastened to assure him it was 
false. Later, when “Happy” was 
wounded by an ammunition truck 
explosion, the suspicions returned 
to haunt him. But a letter and 
cable from his wife gave him new 
strength and faith. He recovcred. 

In the meantime, Virginia had 
worked in a glass factory, and 
with her wages and “Happy’s’” al- 
lotment she had bought two small 
houses, She lived in an extreme- 
ly frugal manner, refusing to 
spend money even on clothes for

herself. Whether or not this has 
any bearing on the case will not

Then a week before last Christ- 
mas, “Happy” came marching 
home, Whether or not there were 
accusations and denials, no one 
knows. But early Christmas 
morning Virginia called “Hap- 
py’s” three sisters, Mrs. Charlotte 
Smith, Mrs. Edna Jackson and 
Mrs. Elsie Musick, all residents of 
Los Angeles. Her husband, she 
told them, had fallen asleep while 
smoking in bed and burned him- 
self badly. 


Although he was semiconscious, 
Virginia insisted that she stay 
home from work. She would nurse 
him herself. But four days later 
his condition was so grave he was 
ordered to a hospital, He died the 
following day. 

Virginia gave him a beautiful 
funeral and seemed grief stricken 
at his death. But suspicions were

It was when they confronted 
her with the evidence of arsenic 
in her husband’s body that Vir- 
ginia, the police claim, broke 
down and confessed she had given 
her husband ant paste. “I thought 
if I took good care of him and 
stayed with him when he got sick, 
it would convince him [I really 
loved him,” she sobbed. 

Sut it was when she faced a 
coroner’s jury that Virginia really 
went to pieces, revealing a mortal 
fear of the law, During the course

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GRAF HOWEVER IS not turn- 
ing state's evidence.

reason. As described by 
Scheibe was a true apostle of the 
“Age of Reason,” who, along with 
many other European intellectuals 
of the eighteenth century, was all 
for light and sanity and dead 
against all manifestations of the 
baroque. His analysis of Bach's 
polyphonic writings were under- 
taken with the most consummate 
scholarship and his judgments 
were uttered in the sweeping 
rhetoric of a man who had no 
personal doubts and who repre- 
sented the spirit of his time. 
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“THIS GREAT MAN,” he wrote, 
“would be admired by the whole 
nation, had he more agree&bleness 
and did not keep naturalness 
away from his compositions by 
employing bombastic and intricate 
devices and darkening beauty with 
over-elaborate art. He judges the 
difficulties of his music according 
to his fingers. ... Therefore, his 
composi@ons are deprived of beau- 
ty, of harmony and of clarity of 
melody, since the song is unrecog- 
nizable.” 

Scheibe, in brief, regarded Bach 
as a practitioner of an art that 
had become antiquated. It must 
be remembered, however, that 
many eminent persons of that day, 
including the great Bach's son, 
Karl Philip Emanuel, had similar 
opinions. The young Bach obvious- 
ly believed that the great day of 
counterpoint was done. “Music,” he 
said, “need not be a great party 
where all the peaple speak simul- 
taneously.” :

AS FOR EDUARD HANSLICK, 
Graf gdmits freely that he was 
wrong most of the time.

He Wows His Audience 
With Greatest of Ease

piano up at the Zodiac in Chase Hotel, has a gag with which 


E he ends some of his several-times nightly shows that never 

fails to churn up a belly laugh in the big roomful of young 
lovers, older lovers, drunks, and peor 
ple sober even as you and I. 

You all know what Eppy, 61” tall, 
looks like, how he can make his big 
bland blue-eyed face sit innocently 
and sort of all a-pout on top 
of his mountainous body for all 
the world like a baby perched pre- 
cariously on a pile of hay from 
which he may, it is true, roll off, and 
yet from which he, somehow, never 
does. 

Well, the gag comes as a finale to 
a bunch of songs, patter, and strut- 
tings which have had the audience 
laughing steadily for half an hour. 

EPPY PEARSON The gag comes at a time when the 
customers are almost tired of laughing. and when Eppy, faced 
with the problem of leaving the stand and walking out not in a 
silence but in a roar, must bring about his final and climatic 
laugh with a formidable change of pace. 

The gag, aS you may well imagine, is about a fat man.

“DID YOU EVER NOTICE one thing about fat fellows,” he 
asks his audience casually, “how they’re always so good-natured?” 

The audience, fooled by his seemingly serious and confiding 
between-you-and-me manner, thinks it over, straightfaced, Let’s 
see, you can almost see it thinking, is that true about the fatsos, 
how they are so good-natured? Yeah, I guess it is true at that. 
Eppy lets the platitude sink in about avoirdupois and good hu- 
mor going hand in pudgy hand. 

Then the comedian gives them the punch line. 

“A fat man can’t fight,” he says angrily. “He can’t run. 
What else can he do. HE’S GOTTA BE GOOD-NATURED.” 

Off he walks, with the audience surprised and convulsed.

SUCH VIRTUOSITY IN THE ART of getting laughs is not 
acquired overnight. Eppy, who seems so jolly and casual and 
spontaneous and aw-nuts-to-it-all in his clowning, is really a 
hard-working serious-minded student of his difficult craft who 
has been playing for laughs in the theatrical school of hard 
knocks since he was 8 years old. At that time, he lived in 
Illinois, son of a divorced couple. Along came a traveling motion 
picture show, sort of a celluloid carnival, and off he went with it 
He was a big kid and everybody took him to be older than 8, 
He earned a dollar a day and board for strumming the ukulele, 
singing songs, making with the barker’s patter, driving a car 
in the two-car caravan in which his boss and his boss's show and 
wife traveled, and he spent every penny on chewing gum, candy, 
popcorn, and soda, With a small period of time again spent at 
home—once when he was 11 years old and once again when he
